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IV. Axp, whereas the fum of money fo as aforefaid levied and colle@ted may be infufficient for
the purpoles for which it was intended; therefore, BE 1T ENACTED, That the levy court of the
county aforefaid thall, upon application of the faid commiffioners, or a majority of them, levy fuch
further fum on the afleffable property of faid county, not exceeding fix hundred pounds, as by the -
faid commiflioners, or a majority of them, fhall be required, provided fuch application be made to
the levy court on or before the firt Monday in June, in the year eightecn hundred and two.

V. AnD BE IT ENACTED, That the commifioners aforefaid fhall be allowed fuch compenfation
for their fervices as to the levy court fhall feem reafonable, not exceeding two dollars per day to
each of the faid commiflioners.

intereft on the balances due; therefore, - ‘ :

X 7HEREAS James Bowdle, late collettor of Talbot county, hath fet forth by his petition to.
this general affembly, that there is ftill due to him, as collector for the year feventeen hun-
dred and ninety-nine, a confiderable fum of money, which he has been unable to colleét, owing to
fevere indifpofition, and prays that a longer time may be allowed him to complete the collection of
the {ame; . :

1. BE 17T ENACTED, by the General Affembly of Maryland, That the faid James Bowdle be and he-
is hereby authorifed to colle& all balances due him, as colle€tor for the year feventeen hundred and.
ninety-nine, at any time before the firft day of September next, in the fame manner as he could or
might have done whilit he was colleftor, any law to the contrary notwithftanding. o

III. PROVIDED ALWAYS, AND BE IT ENACTED, That the faid James Bowdle, before he proceeds
to execute or diftrain the property of any perfon or perfons for taxes, fhall, at leaft thirty days be-.
fore fuch execution or diftrefs, deliver to the perfon chargeable with the {ame an account, written.
in words at full length, of the taxes demanded of him, her or them, with an affidavit annexed to
the fame, that he hath not, to the beft of his knowledge, received any part thereof, nor any thing
in fecurity or fatisfaction for the fame, moré than the credits given; and provided alfo, that the
faid James Bowdle, before he derives any benefit from or under this a&, fhall lodge his collector’s
books in the clerk’s office of Talbot county court, to be there open to the infpeion of all per-.
